AAA CONFERENCE 

The growing menace to America 
from war developments, and the ur¬ 
gency for farmers to increase pro¬ 
duction of certain foods needed for 
Britain while restricting production 
of others, was the highlight of the 
east central regional conference at 
Charlotte, N. C., according to Dillard 
Murphy, county AAA chairman 
of Ezel, who represented Morgan 
county. 

The purpose of the conference wasl 
to give farmers thruout the region a 
chance to offer their suggestions for 
improving next year's AAA program. 
Mr. Murphy said. Every farmer was 
assigned to one of seven working 
committees which mapped plans for 
the 1942 farm program to be dis¬ 
cussed at the national AAA meeting 
in Washington in June, he explained, 
and added that war considerations 
dominated all the discussions. 

Mr. Murphy was most impressed 
by the fighting speech of Secretary 
of Agriculture Claude R. Wiekard. 
who declared that this is no itme for 
half-way measures, and that the food 
and munitions America is producing 
must reach Britain safely and quick¬ 
ly if the United States is to be 
defended.

*° re * urn - Consequently he 
found no gold nor spices there, nor 
didlenyone else for more than 400 
years. But current developments on 
the [Caribbean island indicate that 
Coltimbus may have been too hasty, 
for both spices and at least a modest 
amount of gold will be yielded up by 
the little United States territory. 

Ponce tarried in Puerto Rico for 
some years but eventually sailed 
away to Florida where he received 
a mortal spear wound. Legend says 
he went in search of the Fountain 
of Youth. However, the less ro¬ 
mantic story is that he, too, went to 
look for the gold he couldn’t find in 
Puerto Rico. But it’s there, after 
all. 

No one on the island expects a 
duplication of the Klondike gold 
rush, and there apparently are no 
fabulous deposits of the eagerly 
sought ore, but there is gold. Two 
New Yorkers who have leased prop¬ 
erty in the Puerto Rican mountains 
feel confident enough of their find 
that they have applied for a loan 
from the federal government and 
are asking the insular authorities to 
construct a community mill where 
they and other miners could crush 
their ore. 

At the present time, vanilla is the 
spice grown in the largest quanti¬ 
ties, Puerto Rico being the only 
place under the United States flag 
where vanilla production seems 
feasible.

With Nation’s Scholars 

Nearly 400,000 high school and uni¬ 
versity students have been intro¬ 
duced to golf through school in¬ 
struction during the past three 
years, according to a survey made 
by the National Golf foundation. 

The 400,000 growth is the largest 
increase in golf's roster during any 
three-year period of the game's 
American history. The foundation 
investigation revealed impetus for 
the increase was furnished by school 
physical educators’ extension of ath¬ 
letic programs to enlist participation 
of all students unless physically in¬ 
capacitated, and greater emphasis 
now being placed on sports having 
carry-over value for students in post¬ 
school life. 

Co-operation of golf professionals 
in providing expert instruction to 
school students also is credited with 
being a major factor in the devel¬ 
opment. 

Among universities now boasting 
of student golf courses having high 
rating among courses in their vicini¬ 
ties are Yale, Stanford, Michigan, 
Ohio State, Notre Dame and Iowa 
State college.
